


In spite of the alormal conditions affecting young people in these 
days, many of them militating against enrollment and serious study in 
educational institutions, the Sir George Williams College has continued its 
programme of growth in numbers and in quality of educational offering. 
Important curricular improvements have been made in most of the five schools 
constituting the College, and registration has reached a total of 2495 
individual students, the highest in the 68 years' history of the formal 
educational work of the Montreal Y.M.C.A. 


While these larger numbers have created problems of space and equip- 
ment resources, the College has endeavoured not to lose the intimate 
relationship between student and faculty which has been the heart of its 
educational service for so many years. The instructional staff has included 
95 professors, teachers and supervisors, together with 8 laboratory 
assistants and demonstrators. 


Enrollment in the five schools constituting the College has been as

In common with most Canadian colleges and universities it has been 
found desirable this year to organize a Students Training Corps to provide 
basic military training not only for our young men of military age, tut for 
others who feel called upon to participate in such preparation and to serve 
in a reserve capacity. Although it was not possible to inaugurate the 
Students Corps until early December, by which time dozens of our students 
had already joined other Reserve Battalions and Officers Training units in 
the city, the training programme has been very effective. About 175 students 
have belonged to the Corps. 


The programme of athletics and other extra-curricular activities has 
continued to develop in volume and to provide increasing opportunity for the 
d&scovery and training of student leadership, so essential to democratic 
living. 


At the annual graduation ceremony of the Faculty of Arts, Science 
and Commerce on June 3, there were awarded some 29 Bachelors' degrees, 57 
Associates' diplomas, and 4 Diplomas in Association Science, the latter 
indicative of the increasing part the College is taking in the professional 
training of secretaries for the Canadian Y.M.C.A. movement.
